Indiana, according to a bulletin just 
issued by the p ostofflce dep artment, is 
well sup p lied with rural routes. 
The 
number in op eration on December 1st, 
the bulletin say s, was 2130, which are 
divided according to congressional dis­ 
tricts as follows: First, 169 ; Second, 
177; Third. 108 ; Fourth, 18 2; Fifth, 
161; Six th, 19 2; Seventh. 36; Eighth, 
19 3; Ninth, t9 6 ; Tenth, 175; Eleventh, 
16o;*Tweifth, 164; Thirteenth, 18 6. 
From the p ractical standp oint Indi­ 
ana now has a comp lete rural delivery 
service. 
The 
term “ comp lete ser­ 
vice, *’*as emp loy ed by the dep artment, 
does not mean that all rnral families 
in Indiana now have the mail deliv­ 
ered at their doors. 
In some sections 
of the State the top ograp hy and the 
condition of the roads p reclude the 
establishment of raral service, bnt the 
service, with the ex cep tion of read­ 
justments, is about as nearly com 
p lete as it ever can be made.

made 
last vear of imp orting quail for re­ 
stock ing p urp oses p roved satisfactory 
and this is the first of several lots of 
the birds that will be p laced in the 
State this winter. 
They will betak en 
to the farms and will be p rotected and 
fed. 
As soon as the severe winter 
weather is over they will be released. 
Where the quail will be p laced has 
not y et been determined. 
This m at­ 
ter will bo in the hands of E. E. Earl, 
dep utv for State Fish and Game Com­ 
missioner Z T. Sweeney , of Colum­ 
bus. 
These birds were p aid for by stt&rts- 
men and not out of the State funds. 
There are some p eop le who believe 
that the Alabama quail are migratory 
and contendYhat their imp erial ion in­ 
to this State will not p rove successful. 
However the sp ortsmen intend to try 
the ex p eriment with the two hundred 
and fifty received a few day s ago at 
the State House, and if it p roves sat­ 
isfactory they will ask State Fish and 
Game Commissioner Z. T. Sweeney fcr 
the imp ortation of more birds from 
A labama. 
Elder Sweeney has used some of 
this money for the imp ortation of 
p heasants 
and has distributed 
any 
number of the birds. 
I seems 
that 
some j>eop le 
have 
raised the question whether or not 
Commissioner Sweeney can use the 
license money for the imp ortation of 
quail. 
The law say s that he can use 
it for the “ p reservation, p rotection

It is not unlikely that the m eeting 
of the State T eachers’ association will 
give considerable attention to the pro­ 
posed high license bill that will be 
introduced at the nex t session of the 
legislature. 
The teachers are very - 
much In earnest about w anting their 
salaries raised, and they propose to 
w atch every avenue of revenue to the 
state and counties to see that they 
get their share. 
Some of the teach 
era have been informed that ihe pro­ 
posed $1,000 license would wipe out 
three-fourths of the saloons and would 
thereby cut down the school fund de­ 
rived from retail licenses. The figures 
along this line are causing the teach­ 
ers to wonder what attitude they had 
better take. Those who favor the high 
license will insist that the law should 
be fram ed so that most of tl ? license 
fee shall be diverted into the school 
fund. 


A bulletin Issued by the board of 
state charities shows that 3,379 hoboes 
were cared for by various counties 
this y ear at a total cost of $5.749.41. 
Tippecanoe county entertained 602 of 
them , which was the highest record 
for any conuty . 
Vigo county was sec­ 
ond w ith 469. 
The average in the 
other ninety counties was twenty -five.

From 1899 to 1904 the average retail 
cost of the ordinary articles of food 
used in the Fnited States advanced no 
less than 17 i» er cent ilfUld. to be more 
ex act)—that is, the purchaser of food 
for a family had to pay $1.17 in 1904 
for the sam e quantity and quality of 
food that $1 would purchase in 1896. 
These are official statistics compiled 
by the highly skilled e x e r ts employ ed 
by the federal government, and every 
housewife knows tlm t they do not over­ 
state the advance. O ther necessities of 
life have advanced in cost with ap­ 
prox im ately equal rapidity . 
Unquestionably wages ought, gener­ 
ally speaking, to have advanced some­ 
what In proportion to the increase in 
the cost of living. 
In private employ ­ 
ment this has apparently taken place, 
the average wages per hour r e tr ie d 
by the federal bureau of lalx ir being 
17.30 per cent higher In 1004 than ID 
1896 ami the average weekly earnings 
12.70 ¡Kir cent higher. 
The advances 
thus represented are spread all over the 
country : they characterize every pri­ 
vate industrial enterprise and have 
benefited all classes of workmen em ­ 
ploy ed in private undertakings. 
IIow is it with public employ ment? 
A few undertakings conducted under 
public ow nership employ labor like 
th at sim ilarly serving private employ ­ 
ers iu the sam e communities, and in 
these cases the public rate of wages 
has slowly been advanced som ewhat 
in proportion to the advance in the 
wages privately paid. 
But where any 
American government, municipal, state 
or national, is the sole or by far the 
largest employ er of a particular class 
of labor the advances to meet increas­ 
ed cost of living have been 
to few that 
the ordinary iuvestigator will be un­ 
able to discover a single instance. 
Throughout the postal service, among 
the 25,000 clerical employ ees at W ash­ 
ington, iu the custom s and internal 
revenue services there have been 110 
advances in pay to meet the rise in 
cost of food, clothing and shelter. The 
pay of letter carriers, for ex ample, re­ 
mains precisely where it was fix ed 
tw enty y ears ago l>y an act approved 
on Jan. 3, 1887. 
The largest printing office iu the 
world is th at m aintained a t W ashing­ 
ton by the governm ent, ami there the 
federal governm ent employ s a large 
force of intelligent and highly skilled 
workingmen. 
A change iu the basis 
of pay m ent in 1890 from the piece 
work to the per hour sy stem prevents 
comparisons w ith dates prior to the 
change, but wages have rem ained sta­ 
tionary since M arch 3, 1899, although 
the official statisticians report th at the 
cost of food has advanced since the 
rate of fi-ages was fix ed by statute ful­ 
ly 12.25 per vent. 
During the sam e 
y ears the wages of printers in private 
book publishing or job printing estab­ 
lishm ents 
advanced 
throughout 
the 
United States as follows: Uompositors, 
male, 14.07 i« *r cent; couqnisitors, fe­ 
male. 20.30 per cent; press feeders, 
male, 22.41 per cent; press feeders, fe­ 
male. 21.27 per cent; pressm en, 11.75 
per cent.—H. T. Newcomb.

The subject of depreciation is well 
worthy of the careful consideration of 
those who arc prone to ignore that 
item lu estim ating the cost of lights 
supplied by municipal plants. 
Hut as 
more people own horses than lighting 
plants it may l» c helpful to couslder 
depreciation as upplicd to horses. 
You pay $250 for a 
flve-y eur-old 
horse. T hat’s original cost. If y ou bor­ 
row the uuouey y ou m ust pay interest 
ou it. If y ou don’t borrow it y ou lost* 
the interest y ou would get if y ou didn’t 
buy the horse. E ither way it’s in tores t. 
You feed the horse, and iK*rliaps hire a 
man to take care of him. T hat's oper­ 
ating ex penses. You get him shod oc- 
casionally aud call iu the veterinarian 
when he is sick. T hat’s renew als and 
repairs. A fter a few y ears, in spite of 
the best of care, the horse is no longer 
•apable of doing the required work 
and is sold for $59, a loss of $200 as 
com pared with the original cost. T hat’s 
depreciation. If y ou haven’t laid that 
by y ear by y ear out of the horse’s 
earnings, y ou’ve got to borrow it to 
buy a now horse, aud y ou may not 
fiml it easy to do so if y ou haven’t re­ 
paid the original loan. 
T hat’s w hat 
happens to municipal plants that don’t 
provide an adequate depreciation fund. 


New York. Dec. 28.—The conceutra- 
tlon of w ealth in the hands of com­ 
paratively few persons was vigorously 
denounced and just as earnestly de­ 
fended at the session of the fifty -sev­ 
enth annual m eeting of the Am erican 
Aasociation for the A dvancem ent of

of corporations which the speaker 
term ed “vicious.” 
During a subsequent discussion of 
“The Evolution of Property ,” Louis 
G. M cPherson, assistant to the late 
Samuel Spencer as president of the 
Southern railway , took occasion to re­ 
ply to Mr. Call. 
He declared th a t Mr. 
Rockefeller 
had 
had 
his 
financial 
struggles and had done much good 
which was generally lost sight of in 
the criticism which cam e w ith success. 
He told of Mr. R ockefeller’s early at­ 
tem pt to secure $25,000 w ith which to 
construct a pipe line for oil. One m an 
who refused aid m et the financier 
when the pipe line had been laid. 
To 
him Mr. R ockefeller said: 
“I built th at pipe line to m ake oil 
cheaper, and I succeeded. 
1 cut the 
cost more than half. 
And y et they 
find fault." 
Mr. M cPherson then less seriously 
told of a dinner party several y ears 
ago at the R ockefeller hom e when 
Mrs 
Rockefeller e x pia te d 
the ab­ 
sence of oy sters by say ing: 
“W e like 
them , but are too poor to have them .” 
This illustrates Mr. M cPherson’s point 
th at a m an m ight be w orth $100,000,- 
000, and still be short or ready cash 
if he kept his factories in operation.

“I have never told any ­ 
one any thing about the organization 
of the national com m ittee,” he said. 
“I do not want to see on the com m it­ 
tee men who are not good, clean men 
who want a governm ent for the peo­ 
ple and not for the trusts.

care to see men on the com m ittee 
like Roger Sullivan of Illinois.'
